the legal proceedings against the Opelou- 
sas Road, there will he a continuous line 
from this eity to Texas withina vear or

mento, ye total distance being 5377 miles, 
; from New York to Omaha the 


Pacific Rail- 
road, 1086 miles, the fare at 7 cents per 
mile is 876 02; from Promontory to Sae- 
raiypento, being on the Central Pacitic, a 
distance of 695 miles, the fare is $82 33. 
Just at this point comes in a nice question 
of pro-rating on fares—why should the 
Central Vacitic, with only 695 miles, 
charge as its proportion $sz2 33, while the 
Union Pacific, over its line of 1036 miiles, 
eharges but B07 2? We learn that this 
discrepancy is one of the principal points 
of-disagreement between the two gas 
tions, and that the Union Pacific ims 
that the Congressional ring has operated 
to favor the Central Pacific. If the fare is 
insisted upon at the present tariff, the 
bulk of travel will go by steainer, The 
New York parties are in favor of reducing 
the fare to less than $150, and with such a 
reduction, and an equitable arrangement 
bet ween the two corporations, travel will 
be tur nae overland,
